New York, Dec. 30.— The year 1907 
has been one in which there has been 
malting of financial history. It will 
go down with 1857, 1873 and lS'Jii, as 
one of the panic years in American 
finance, but despite the remarkable 
stress a.nd strain to which the flnan- 
citl structure has been subjected, the 
your closes with conditions stronger 
and safer than they were when the 
year began. 

The year opened with the feeling in 
conservative quarters that speculation 
had already been carried to an un- 
warranted height and prudence was 
imposed by the conditions upon bank- 
ers and capitalists. That this feeling 
operated to some extent throughout 
the year, and that there was a scar- 
city of capital for absorbing new se- 
ourltles, was indicated by the dlmiii-- 
i ished transactions in stocks and bonds 
j on the New York stock exchange. Tito 
number of shares dealt in 1907 fell to 
195,169,192. Bonds sales were $561,- 
I 051,500. The number of stocks dealt 
j in in 1000 was 288,424,234, and the 
I bonds sales for 13CG were $670,817,333. 
| The source of the pressure upon the 
money market is indicated by the 
large Issues of securities which took 
I place during several years prior to the 
I crisis. The statistics compiled by a 
! leading financial Journal in Brussels 
, showed that the total issues through- 
out the world for the ilvo years end- 
| Ign with 1900 were about $3,400,000,000 
j annually. In the United States the 
! issue of stocks for the first eleven 
months of 1907 was $757,259,900, and 
of bonds and notes $1,073,990,000, 
making up a total of $1,831,349,500. 
The securities of all kinds issued in 
the United States for five years end- 
ing with 1900, have been estimated by 
experts at ♦3,454,97-S.OOO. 

Tbo extent, to which capital re- 
sources has been strained was not re- 
vealed In a striking manner to the 
general public until the "silent panic" 
of March 14, now almost overshadow- 
ed by later events, but at the time one 
of the most serious and remarkable 
breaks which the market has ever 
suffered. The loss of 19 points in 
Amalgamated Copper in a single day, 
21 points in American Smelting, 22 In 
Heading and 25 in Union Pacific, add- 
ed to considerable previous declines 
at a slov, >_r rate, wiped out margins, 
compelled the calling of loans and 
wrecked the fortunes of many specu- 
lators. 

It was not until mid-October that 
the storm broke in all its force, with 
the collapse of the corner in United 
Capper, the appeal of the Mooro- 
Heinze banks to the clearing-house' 
for help and the refusal to extend help 
until the old controlling interest was 
eliminated. 

Events moved fast and furiously on 
the heels of these revelations. The 
Knickerbocker Trust company was 
closed on October 22, after paving out 
about $8,000,000 In cash, and runs be- 
gan upon the Trust Company of Am- 
erica, which called for the disburse- 
ment of $3-1,000,000, a.nd upon the Lin- 
coln Trust Co., which suffered a near- 
ly proportionate loss of deposits. 

The suspension of cash payments by 
practically all the banks and the deci- 
sion id' .Saturday, October 20, to Issue 
clearing house certificates on (he fol- 
lowing Monday, marked the culminat- 
ing stage of the crisis.

creased by more than three thousand, 
while their capital has increased by 
about $303,000,000. Soon after the panic 
broke on November 14, 1907, the total 
bank circulation was $009,99S,4GG. The 
measures then taken by Secretary 
Cortelyou to pfomote circulation re- 
sulted in aft Increase of about $75 - 
000,000 during the next seven weeks, 
so that the circulation stood on Dec. 
21, 1907 at $083,795, 92:;. 

Accompanying the increase of bank 
notes circulation. In order to meet the 
pressure for currency, was the drama- 
tic movement (.; nearly $100,000,000 of 
gold from Europe in a period of about 
six weeks'. This inward movement of 
gold was facilitated by the sharp ar- 
rest of Imports of luxuries and a com- 
bined effort by producers, railways and 
bankers to ship lo Europe our farm 
products during the autumn season. 
Imports of merchandise, which were 
SI 25,800,0-13 iii August, fell to $110,- 
000,109 for November. Exports, which 
had been $127,270,447 In August, ad- 
vanced to $20 1.-1-11,800 in November. 

From the various sources, the in- 
crease In bank note circulation of $75,- 
000,000, the gold imports of $106,000,- 
000, and the public deposits of $78,- 
1)00,000,— a total fund of about $259,- 
000,090 was added by the eloso of the 
year to the currency in circulation in 
I he country during the summer. Whila 
much of this currency disappeared into 
hoards during the panic, its reappear- 
ance in a period or comparative Inac- 
tivity, it is feared, may be reflected by 
speculation in the stock market and an 
outward movement In the spring. 

One of the incidents of the period (f 
decline in bank resources has been 
fall iii the market value of silver 
bullion. Silver has, dropped down not 
far above the lowest point touched in 
Its history. The price was 2! 7-10 
penco on December 27. 

The old year ends with prices of 
commodities and securities much low- 
er than a year ago, and with liquida- 
tion largely advanced in the banking 
field, if not in the field of commodities. 
The great stock of currency absorbed 
during the period of panic Is returning 
to the banks, and the action, just taken 
by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
recall a part of the deposits of public 
money from fine banks will tend to 
check the outward movement of gold, 
which in some quarters is expected 
within the next few months. 

The financial structure, of the coun- 
try has stood the strain with only a 
limited number of serious disasters, 
and will enter upon the now year Un- 
der much stronger and safer condi- 
tions than it begun the old year.

Seismograph in Several Obser- 
vatories Record Severe 
Tremors 



MAY HAVE WROUGHT HAVOC 



Scene Supposed to Be Near 
Coast of Central or South 
America 



Albany, -V. Y„ Dec. 30.— Early this 
morning an earthquake of large pro- 
portions was recorded on the seismo- 
graph at the state museum station In 
this city. The vibrations of the 
needles set upon both machines were, 
severe, those of the north-south pen- 
dulum measuring 2% Inches in maxi- 
mum amplitude. 

The disturbance began at 12:33'A a. 
m., and it took an hour for It to pass 
through this region. The preliminary 
tremors lasted 8% minutes. The 
earthquake appears to have occurred 
at about 3,500 miles from Albany, with 
tho centre of tho disturbance in the 
Cordilleran region of Central or South 
America, or else out in the Pacific 
ocean, west of Mexico. 

Lalbach, Austro- Hungary, Dec. 30.— 
A series of earthquakes of great force 
were recorded at the observatory tills 
morning, which, according to Prof. 
Bell, must have had their centre in the 
mainland between Mexico and Colom- 
bia, and produced formidable effects. 
The disturbance, as shown by the re- 
cording sheets, lasted four hours. 

Rvde, Isle of Wight, Dec 30.— Tho 
seismograph ical instruments at the 
Rydo Hill observatory registered an 
earthquake this morning. Prof. John 
Milne, the well known authority on 
seismographical disturbances, believes 
that the present disturbance, if not of 
submarine origin, may prove to have 
been most destructive. 

Toronto, Dec. 30.— A fairly largo 
earthquake disturbance was recorded 
at the observatory here this morning. 
The disturbance was greatest between 
11:45 and 12:55 a. m., and the distance 
was 3,500 miles from Toronto.

This step has 
aroused exasperation among the Eng- 
lishmen who have capital invested in , 
the lino, and it Is characterized as 
another evidence of the monopolistic 
attitude of tho Japanese in Manchuria.

berta.

Quebec Bridge Disaster. 

"The voluminous testimony of the 
consulting engineer of the Quebec 
bridge, which (ills several pages of one 
of the contemporary engineering 
Journals, is, to say the least, very dlfi- 
fiujetlng," says the Scientific Ameri- 
can. "It Is evident, however, from the 
statements of the consulting engineer, 
that the enterprise labored under two 
serious drawbacks, namely, a scarcity 
of funds and the absence of any chief 
engineer on the bridge, present on the 
ground, and possessing the authority 
to act instantly in those cases of 
emergency which are certain to arise 
during tli« prosecution of a work of 
this magnitude. 

"The duties of the chief engineer 
devolved upon the consulting engin- 
eer, a gentleman of unquestioned abil- 
ity and experience; but whose age Is 
well on to threescore years and ten, 
and whose physical disabilities were 
such as. to prevent his making any 
visit to the work. Foreseeing the 
necessity for expert engineering In- 
spection, both at the works of the 
bridge company and at the site of the 
bridge, in; earnestly advocated, in the 
earlier stages of the work, the training 
or .selection of a body of expert in- 
spectors, possessing tlio necessary 
technical knowledge to see that, both 
in the shops and at the bridge, the 
work was done with strict adheranco 
to the best practice, and capable of 
dealing with tile emergencies which 
inevitably arise during the construc- 
tion of unprecedented engineering 



structures. lie met with only partial 
success; and. at least as far as some 
members of the inspection and erect- j 
Ing staff were concerned, lie did not 
consider that the engineering work 
was In the hands of men who were 
quite up i.) the expert requirements! 
of work of this stupendous magnitude 
ami difficulty. 

"One is astonished to learn that be' 
had to make complaint upon such ab- | 
solutely vital points as the lit of the j 
pins in tin- eyebars ami connections, 
and the accuracy of the butt joints in | 
the posts and other compression mem- 
bers, His detailed story of the dis- 
covery of the eccentricity In the bot- 
tom chord; the making light of it by 
the engineer in charge; and the tardy 
and roundabout measures taken to 
stop all further additions to the 
weight on the. bridge, read more like 
the story of the building of some 
country bridge than the record of the 
erection of the greatest work ofl 
bridge engineering of the century,"

The question of the closing, by the 
E. & N. Railway. Company, of the 
crossing on the old Esquimau road 
once mo.'c came before the city coun- 
cil Ias7"night. The crossing, after the 
matter had been taken to the railway 
commission, was ordered closed by 
that body, but the city has since been 
endeavoring to have the road opened. 
The company refused to remove the 
fences across the road where the rail- 
way crosses, and the result of the 
long negotiations between the two cor- 
porations is shown in the following 
letter from the city solicitors read at 
last night's meeting: 

Gentlemen, — Re old Esquimau road. 
We have the honor to report that, hav- 
ing considered with the city barrister 
the position of the city towards the 
Esquimalt it Nanaimo Railway Com- 
pany in their refusal to remove the 
fences from across the highway,, we 
have prepared process in the Supreme 
court, claiming a mandatory order 
upon the company to remove the 
fences, and we are of opinion that the 
proceedings should succeed. 

As a result of research We find a 
case, wherein the facts were almost 
identical, decided in a litigation be- 
tween the township of Glocester and 
the Canadia Atlantic Railway Com- 
pany, in which case the Supreme 
court of Canada decided that the 
municipality was entitled to maintain 
an action and to an injunction re- 
straining the company from obstruct- 
ing the highway, and they further 
more decided that 
way commissioner 
Hon in the matter. 

We shall be glad if the council will 
approve our action. 

B. C. Electric Agreement. 
The draft agreement between the 
city and the B. C. Electric company 
relative to the change in the company's 
present Spring Ridge line, came up for 
consideration, but was laid over. The 
company had applied for permission 
to change its present route from Cale- 
donia avenue to North Chatham 
street via Chambers street to one 
Which would take the line straight out 
Caledonia street to the north half of 
block 54, Spring Uidge, and thence 
north to North Chatham street. The 
company, it was claimed by Aid. Hen- 
derson, had agreed to give sufficient 
land to the city to allow of a 66-foot 
street along which the line would run 
from Caledonia street to North Chath- 
am street. It appears that the com- 
nany had been under the impression 
that a small section of land would have 
to be expropriated; by the city In order 
to allow of this width of roadway. The 
city solicitor in reporting on the agree- 
ment was apparently also of the same 
Impression, but the council would not 
hear of any other suggestion than the 
company shall provide the land for the 
roadway and also that the company 
s;hall nil in any tressle work over the 
property. 

Government Street. 

The work on Government street 
pavement will commence Immediately 
after the New Year. The necessary 
conduits for the putting underground 
of the telephone wires wdll be done 
first, the city doing the work la order 
to facilitate matters, at a cost of $7aO. 
Mayor Morley stated to the council 
that an agreement has been about 
completed between the telephone com- 
pany and the city whereby the latter 
will within two years put all Its down- 
town wires under ground when re- 
quested to do so. The cost of such 
work will be about $DO,000, and as the 
company's wires are now good for 
eight years, it had been decided that 
in consideration of the company put- 
ting the wires underground before that 
time elapsed the City could afford to 
guarantee the debentures, which the 
Company would l.ave to raise to do the 
work, to the extent of one-tenth of the 
cost and the company would assume 
the other nine-tenths. The city would 
want some guarantee that the company 
would meet Its share of the obligation. 
Streets, Bridges and Sowers. 
Tills matter was introduced by the 
report of the streets, bridges and sew- 
ers committee, which was as follows: 
Your streets, bridges and sewers 
committee having considered the un- 
dermentioned subjects, beg to report 
and recommend as follows: 

1. Recommend that the engineer bo 
instructed to lay (lie necessary con- 
duits tor underground wires on Gov- 
ernment street, before paving is pro- 
ceeded witli, the B. C. Telephone Co. 
furnishing the conduits, The estimat- 
ed cost to tbe city is $7.">0. 

2. Re communication from A. W. 
Lees, asking the city tc lay water pipes 
across his property from Alpha street 
to tlie city limits. 

We recommend that Mr. Lees be in- 
formed that the cost of piping this 
distance would be J600, that it is a 
natural water course entirely through 
private property, that no sewage or 
filth enters tile course from within the 
city limits on his property, that If any 
contamination of the water exists it 
comes from South Saanlch municipal- 
ity, and that his complaints in this 
matter should be sent to tlie council 
of that municipality, and that for these 
various reasons tills council cannot see 
its way clear to comply with his re- 
quest at present. 

3. Recommend that tlie purchasing 
agent be instructed to get quotations 
from Great Britain and other (daces, 
on creosote of standard quality for 
street paying, for delivery not later 
than .May I, in drums or barrels on 
wharf in city of Victoria and in a 
quantity not exceeding 750 drums at 
'JO gallons each. 

Exhibition Building. 

The following report submitted by 
the city assessor on the recent lire at 
the exhibition grounds, and the loss 
occasioned thereby, was received and 
tiled and Mr. Northcoot appointed to 
.366 to the adjustment of the city's 
for insurance. 

I would respectfully report that on 
Thursday evening, the 26th Inst., a lire 
took place at the Agricultural, build- 
ing, which entirely consumed the 
main building, porches, the poultry 
house in roar, and also the machinery 
hall. Those were insured. Likewise 
I ho building used for a restaurant In 
the new grounds was destroyed and 
another building on the south side of 
the main building. The last two were 
not Insured. There was also destroy- 
ed 200 feet lineal of box stalls on tlu 
north side of old grounds and cast of 
the main building, which, In my opin- 
ion, was worth $4.00 per lineal foot 
after allowing reduction for deteriora- 
tion in value. The city should receive 



the sum of $800 for that destroyed, 
and for 50 feet that is partially de- 
stroyed $2 per foot — $100. I consider 
the. city is fully entitled to the follow- 
ing amounts: For the main building, 
$8,000; for the poultry house, $1,000; 
for the machinery hall, $500, which Is 
the amount of insurance carried on 
the above, so the treasurer Informs 
me; also the amount of destruction 
done to the box stalls, $1100. Total, 
$10,400. 

In my opinion, the city should make 
demand upon the insurance companies 
for the amounts mentioned- 

From City Solicitors. / i 

The following communication from 
the city solicitors was referred to the 
streets, bridges and sewers committee; 

Gentlemen — We beg to report that the 
city engineer has directed our attention 
to a mutter of tlie area of tlie recent 
conflagration between Quadra street and 
Adelo street, which sffould receive the 
Immediate attention or tno council, so 
that the line of the street may be cor- 
rectly given to Intending builders. 

We find that Green street Is a street 
of. n width of :(0 feet, running out of 
Adele street, and was dedicated by a 
plan registered in the year 1S7S. By 
another plan of the adjoining block of 
land registered In September, L863, a 
street is shown known as Leopold street, 
running out of Adele street, which street 
as shown on the plan comes to a ter- 
mination on Subdlvlsibnal lot !1 and does 
not continue with Grean street. No 
doubt tills was discovered when tiling 
tlie registration in 1S7S. Green street 
was laid out ami built upon, us instead 
of adopting Leopold street the persons 
laying out and building adopted a thirty- 
foot street in continuation of Green 
Street, and ever since the street 1ms 
been so used and was a city street. 

Although the policy of tlie council of 
recent years has been not to take to and 
repair a street of a less width than 
sixty feet, it Would seem desirable, be- 
fore any buildings are erected, that 
thi' city engineer be Instructed to (lie 
a plan In amendment of the official map 
In pursuance el' the statute, showing 
Croon street as it lias heretofore been 
used, and we have suggested a motion 
for tlie consideration of tlie council. 
Action Goes Ahead. 

The following communication from 
W. 11. Langley, banister, was referred 
to the city solicitors: 

Attorney-General of Canada v. Corpor- 
ation of City ot Victoria. 

Sir — Your letter of tin; 24th Decem- 
ber Instant has been handed to me, by 
Mr. A. W. Vowell. 

In reply thereto I am Instructed to 
state that there appeal's to be no other 
course open but to proceed with the ac- 
tion. This is rendered necessary by the 
view which apparently the council takes 
of the matter, in which from tlie be- 
ginning It lias displayed neither consid- 
eration for the rights of the Indians, 
nor tile ordinary courtesy due to the of- 
ficials in control of their affairs.

In respect to tlie above tlie city solic- 
itor pointed out that there was iio dou'.-*. 
but that the city had a perfect right to 
locate its septic tank on the reserve 
where it did but tbe city should have 
first gono to tlie radians through the 
department here instead of applying to 
Ottawa. Some compensation would 
doubtless have to be made. The matter 
is at present being taken up with tlie 
chief. Alderman Henderson pointed out 
at tlio present time the luck of sewage 
in that section was daily hecoming more 
of a menace to the public health, 
Asks More Wages. 

The Victoria Laborers Protective 
Union, tlie members of which are city 
workmen, applied for an increase in tlio 
scale of wages, "of twenty-five cents pr 
day for all earning less than $;! a day. 
Tlie application was referred to the In- 
coming council for favorable considera- 
tion. 

The following resolution moved by. 
Alderman Vincent ..apd seconded by Ald- 
erman Cell was carried: That tlie cost 
of the purchase of u cement mixer, rock 
crusher and crcosoling plant he charged 
by the city treasurer to a plant account 
to be opened and that each work of local 
improvement on which this machinery 
Is used shall be charged a fair and 
equitable proportion of tlio cost of the 
particular plant used, such proportion 
to he estimated in each ease by the city 
engineer and assessor In the final es- 
timate of eacli work. 

Petitions from residents on Maystroet 
and Ladysmlth street asking for small 
Improvements were referred to tbo 
streets, bridges and sewers committee. 

Tlie incinerator bylaw was given Its 
third and final reading and will be 
voted upon at the forthcoming civic 
elections.

Second Game With Stanford 
Most Keenly Contested 
Ever Witnessed

Something About Lightweight Who will 
Meet Neison. 

Spokane, AVash.. Dec. 30.— Louis 
Scaler, the Spokane lightweight, who Is 
matched to meet Battling Nelson, at 
Bakersfleld In January, is 24 years of 
age and has boon lighting In the Paci- 
fic northwest for the last three and a 
half years.

Alligator Nests 

"Probably a good many people would 
class alligators' nests with mares' 
nests, but there can he no reason to do 
so after the appearance of Mr. Allien 
Reese's paper among the Smithsonian 
Miscellaneous Collections on tin; 
In-ceding habits of the Florida alliga- 
tor, for therein the alligator's nest is 
photographed and exactly described," 
says tlie Morning Post. "That the fe- 
male alligator stays In tlie neighbor- 
hood of her nest after filling It with 
eggs seems pretty certain, but that 
she defends it from the -attacks of 
other animals is extremely doubtful. 
Certainly man is in very little danger 
when he robs the host of the alligator, 
and according to the statement of re- 
liable hunters bears are very persistent 
searchers for and eaters of alligator 
eggs. Having selected (with how 
much care It is impossible to say) the 
location for Hie nest, the alligator 
proceeds to collect, probably biting it 
off with her teeth, a great mass of 
whatever vegetation happens to be 
most abundant In that immediate 
neighborhood. This mass of flags or 
of marsh grass is piled Into a conical 
or rounded heap, and is packed down 
by the alligator's weight as she crawls 
repeatedly over It. There is a great 
deal of variation In the size and form 
of the different nests, some being two 
yards <)r more In diameter and a yard 
in height, while others are much smal- 
ler In diameter and so low us to seem 
scarcely more than an accidental pile 
of dead vegetation. Tlie average num- 
ber of eggs in tlie twelve nests found 
by Mr. Reese was thirty-one. The 
eggs are laid in the nest without any 
appare n t arra n gem cut. 



Vancouver, Dec. IP).— It can truly be 
said that the Rugby match between 
Vancouver and Stanford University at. 
Recreation park on Saturday after- 
noon wdll go down in history as tlie 
most dogged and grandly terrible bat- 
tle ever witnessed here, and when 
Vandervoort, the speedy Stanford 
three-quarter, got over with tlie only 
try of the match after twenty-live 
minutes! play, the Cardinals went wild 
with delight, for il meant the decid- 
ing game had been put off to New 
Year's Day. After Vancouver's victory 
by three points to nil on Christmas 
! Day, on a ground which was it sea of 
j mud. the majority of the followers of 
| tlie game were firmly convinced that 
i on Saturday Vancouver would have an 
j easier task, for the ground was much 
more muddy, if such a tiling wcrj 
possible, and the opportunities for 
footwork would find the British Col- 
umbians thoroughly at home. It was 
this cleverness in dribbling that pull- 
ed tile game out of the tire on Christ- 
mas Day, and consequently the Van- 
couver men were confident of winning 
the second match. 

To tlie great surprise of every one. 
however, Stanford not only repeated 
! her success In the back division, but 
I in serum work, loose plays, dribbling 
; and tackling, (lie irresistible Cardi- 
nals played like demons. Never has 
| such Inspired work been seen here. 
The men were seeing red all tlio time, 
and although tlie Vancouver pack did 
wonderfully, yet the Cullfomlans 
thoroughly demonstrated their super- 
iority on the day's play, and won a 
victory which no one can begrudge. 

In a sense it was tlio Christinas 
game over again. We had tlie same 
deplorable condition, tlie ground was 
practicably unplayable, and every man 
on the field was well plastered with 
mud. On a dry ground the Canadians 
were expected to win nicely, but in 
tlio wet, sticky, slippery held, Van- 
couver failed to come up to expecta- 
tions, and the visitors put up a dis- 
play which can truly be described as 
absolutely great. 

When Fyson scored the try which 
won the game on December 25, Stan- 
ford supporters said their men iiad 
I distinctly hard lines. After Saturday's 
I game, won by Stanford, by tlie same 
I score iis that which placet! .the win 
to Vancouver's credit, it can also be 
said that Vancouver had hard lines, 
j During the last ten minutes of tlie 
I game Vancouver was within live yards 
! of the Stanford line, and only once in 
the second half could Stanford work 
out of their own territry and Invade 
the dark blue stronghold. Time after 
time the home forwards struggled 
with a madness born of desperation 
to get across tlie Stanford line, and 
time after time the thin red line hurl- 
ed back the Invaders. It was Homeric, 
and the three thousand spectator,-; 
went wild. 

Time was slipping by, and only 
three points were needed to make a 
draw, and the Vancouver forwards, 
who had been obviously slacking, had 
a sudden revival of that dash and 
spirit which characterized the Christ- 
mas Day game. They played like he- 
roes, but the gods ruled against them, 
and so the teams have a win each to 
their credit, with an equal number of 
points. In connection with this It 
must not be forgotten that Kenny 
Fenton took the kick after Vander- 
vOort'a try, and placed the ball be- 
tween the posts, but Referee Jonkin- 
don would not allow the goal because 
the ball was never placed on the 
ground. Had the ball been placed In 
accordance with the rules it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if Fenton would have 
come near tlie crossbar, for the leather 
was greasy and heavy, and kicking 
was bound to be wild. 

The credit, of rhtv^vict.ir.v must be 
given to the work of Crawford, Miller, 
Reynolds and Pemberton 'in -the for- 
wards, and Vandervoort and Hoi man 
in the three-quarter line, while the 
i work of Brown at fullback was really 
I magnificent. He was always safe and 
j never missed a catch. Spencer, his 
vis-d-vls, was playing with a dislo- 
I cated toe, and his performance suffer- 
ed accordingly. 

For the first ten minutes it looked 
as the Vancouver pack was going to 
have things its own way. The men 
rushed the Stanford forwards around 
unci never let up, but as times went on 
the Cardinal front rankers seemed to 
play with more spirit, and after the 
score there was no holding them until 
the lln... ten minutes. True, Vancou- 
ver did all the pressing in tin- second 
half, but Stanford could always clear, 
although hi the last ten minutes it was 
only pure luck that prevented Vancou- 
ver" from equalizing. 

The conclusion must not bo arrived 
at that Vancouver played poorly. They 
played great Rugby, hut there was 
more class, more polish, and more lln- 
Ish to tlie Stanford work. Their men 
were much faster, they passed fre- 
quently and accurately, their kicking 
was superior and their tackling was 
deadly. They again proved their su- 
periority in the scrum, and at times 
more than held their own in tlie loose, 
while in lino-out' work they won out 
every time. They are a truly great 
pack, and the only consolation Van- 
couver supporters can get Is that their 
pets were up against a better team. 

Yet victory was within the grasp of 
the home combination more than once, 
but Dame Fortune smiled the other 
way. On one occasion Shearer came 
through with a great dribble, but the 
Stanford man who opposed him was 
guilty of a deliberate Interference play.

London. Dec. 30. — The body of Tlios. 
Charles Druce In Illghgato cemetery 
was exhumed this morning, just 411 
years to a day after Its burial. The 
coffin was found to contain tlie remains 
of a human body, thus exploding the ro- 
mantic tale told by Robert C, Caldwell 
and others Who swore during the re- 
cent hearing of tlie VDrUCO perjury case 
that it contained a r'dl of lead. 

The official statement given out by 
representatives of ihe home office and 
others who wore officially present at 
the exhumation, no', only definitely dis- 
poses of the load myth, but seems ef- 



fectively to confirm that the body burled 
in 1861 was actually that of T. C. 
Druce. The authorized statement fol- 
lows; "The coffin was opened and 
found to contain the body of an aged, 
bearded man. The plate on the coffin 
bore the name Thomas Charles Druce." 

The scene at Highgate cemetery this 
morning when the vault was opened 
was remarkable. Constables seemed to 
spring from everywhere; every tree ap- 
parently hid an officer. Entrances to 
the cemetery were surrounded by cor- 
dons of police. Only those persons who 
had passes from the homo office were 
admitted to the grounds. George Hol- 
lamby Druoe, who claims ho '.is tlie 
rightful heir to tbe Portland dukedom 
..nd ltrj vast estate, tried twice to get 
into '.no cemetery, but was met with a 
atevn refusal. 

All Doubt Settled, 

The operation began at daybreak with 
the re'/noval of the topmost coffins in 
the vault, containing the bodies of tho 
wife and a son of T. C. "Druce. It was 
neatly half-pasl eleven before the coffin, 
tbo contents of which have aroused the 
curiosity of the whole world, Was 
brought up ready, for opening and In- 
spection. 'Phi! top was quickly un- 
screwed and the fastening of lead cut. 
and there was no need for the dictum of 
tbo eminent surgeon, Augustus J. Pep- 
per, who was appointed by the head of- 
fice to carry out the exhumation to as- 
sure all present that human remains 
lay in tlie coffin. 



How to Fiqht the Plague 

"Are we any nearer the extirpation 
of plague in India than we were ten 
years ago The Plague Research com- 
mittee has established beyond dispute 
the conveyance of infection from the 
rat to the rat flea, and from the flea 
to man. We know In What direction to 
work-," says the Times. "Rat destruc- 
tion must, of course, be pursued, and 
dwellings must lie made rat-proof 
wherever possible, but we must look 
elsewhere for a really effective preven- 
tive measure. There remains only tho 
system of inoculation against plague 
discovered almost at the outset ot the 
visitation by the devoted zeal of Dr. 
Haftklne. If a tithe of the energy now 
expended in worthless agitation was 
devoted to an Inocculatlon propaganda 
tens of thousands of lives might be 
saved. Tlie few inquirers who have 
boon studying pla'gue at the Parol 
Laboratory near Bombay have added 
materially to our knowledge of the 
disease; but not until research Is be- 
ing conducted, not by ones and twos, 
but by dozens engaged in the task of 
patiently accumulating data, will tlie 
government of India have discharged 
sufficiently Its duty to the people and 
to science. It would be it sound Invest- 
ment, because the prevalence 'of plague 
gravelv disturbs economic conditions."

Packing Poultry and Game 

"Poultry and game must be allowed 
lo become quite eold before packing, 
autl should always bo packed in such a 
wo-y as to receive as much fresh air as 
possible. The packages must be freely 
ventilated," says Dr. Collingridge, the 
medical' o?iicer of the city of London. 
"ICampers a.nd baskets may be made 
sufficiently open to allow of ample cir- 
culation of air. It' wooden cases are 
Used, they should either be crates 
made of battens, witli wide spaces, 
iv|-jich are useful and inexpensive, or, 
If boxes, openings should be made in 
lite tops, bottoms, and sides. The ma- 
terial used for lining tho cases and 
lllling in between tho birds should be 
HiTlit and porous, and the packing, 
vi'l-iile loose enough to allow of ventlla- 
l|o>ri, should be sufficiently firm to pro- 
Vtini bruising of tho flesh. Thoroughly 
Ary wheat (not oat) straw is the best 
material for packing."

acute phase in the Oriental question, 
Which tho' closing year has witnessed, 
Is' the beginning of a new era In hu- 
man history. Japan has been in the 
limelight, but in the back of the stage 
are tho teeming millions of China and 
India, who are only waiting for their 
Cue. A year ago tho man who could 
have foretold that this question would 
assume prominence in so short a time 
would have been looked upon as a 
dreamer of idle, dreams. In this con- 
nection the sailing of tho United States 
fleet to the Pacific assumes an impor- 
tance quito apart from the fact that 
sixteen battleships of more or less 
value in actual warfaro have set out 
on a 15,000-mile voyage. So also tho 
anti -Japanese agitation on the Pacific 
Coast in Canada and the United States 
possesses an interest ouitc apart from 
the possible effect it may have upon 
tho diplomatic relations of the coun- 
tries concerned, and the accentuation 
of unrest in India gains in significance, 
China has not exhibited any very great 
evidence of the inauguration of a new 
movement, but the outside world 
knows so very little of what is actually 
transpiring in that country that it is 
not easy to measure tho ultimate re- 
sult and tho true meaning of the 
events concerning which we hear 
minor details from time to time. One 
aspect of the case needs only to be 
mentioned to impress it upon the con- 
sideration of all thoughtful persons. 
The contact between the Orient and 
'the Occident, which at any ' moment 
may become a collision, is confined 
at present on tho part of the latter to 
those people.?, whom we call Anglo- 
Saxon. Russia has been eliminated 
from the case for many years to come, 
and none of tho other nations were 
ever really concerned In it. As %vc 
look backward over the centuries, wo 
see one race standing out conspicuous- 
ly for two thousand years. It turn- 
ed back the legions of Imperial Rome, 
and it halted for a little while on 
the shores of the Atlantic, and then 
went forward to the conquest of a new 
world, and now it pauses with eager 
feet upon the shores of the Pacific 
awaiting the command for the next 
advance. Of the nature of the inevit- 
able conflict we may be unable to 
foresee; of its result pride of race for- 
bids us to have any doubt; but it in- 
quires no effort of the imagination to 
see that the skirmishers deployed in 
1907. 

The Imperial Conference marks out 
this year as epochal in the history of 
the British Empire. Wo are aware 
that great disappointment has been 
expressed by many people at the re- 
sult of that gathering, but only by 
those who expected too much arid' are 
impatient at delay in anything reiat- 



Internatlonal gathering, 
first time the South American repub- 
lics were recognized as entitled to a 
full voice In the determination of in- 
ternational questions. When the his- 
tory of the Twentieth Century comes 
to be written, it may be found that 
from these two causes Important re- 
sults may flow. 

Taken altogether the year 1007 may 
fairly be regarded as one of prepara- 
tion rather than one of accomplish- 
ment, as one that Will lead to, rather 
ihnn 1>^ marked by groat events, n 
year that may Hereafter be regarded 
as the beginning of a new period in 
human history. There lias- hardly been 
n single occurrence which can bo 
singled and. standing by itself, be said 
to he worthy of being called moment- 
ous, but it is doubtful if there has been 
a year In many centuries characterized 
by so much that seems heavily 
weighted for the good or ill of hu- 
manity. 



DEATH ROLL OF 1907 

The roll of distinguished dead, 
which the year has called, while not 
exceptionally long, contains many 
names well known to the world. Among 
reigning monarchs, the Shah of Persia 
and the King of Sweden were called 
away. Marie, a former queen of 
Hawaii also died at the advanced age 
of SS. Of eminent public men we may 
mention Viscount Goschen, Caslmlr 
Pernor, and United States Senators 
Alger and Moran. Literature suf- 
fered severe losses, among them be- 
ing \V. II. Russell, the first of the 
war correspondents; Archibald Clav- 
cring Gunter, who made a world-wide 
reputation with a few character 
stories; Carducbf; a famous Italian 
poet; T. B. Aldrich, best known by his 
".Story or a Had Boy"; Dr. John Wat- 
son, whose pen name "lam Maclaron" 
Is familiar to every one; Theodore 
Tllton, Whose fame as a writer and 
editor was clouded by his controversy 
WlthBeecher; David Christie Murray, 
whose contributions to Action and the 
drama are very popular; Mary Jane 
Homes, a successful novelist of the 
lighter school; David Masson, a Scotch 
historian and Sully-Prudhomme, a 
French poet. Of persons prominently 
connected with newspaper work we 
note the names of P. D. Munn, founder 
of the- Scientific American and Har- 
riet F. Donlevy, the first editor of a 
women's magazine in America. Sci- 
ence lost one of its greatest orna- 
ments in Lord Kelvin, and others of 
Its great lights who passed away dur- 
ing the year were Sir William Perkins, 
the discoverer of analyne dyes, A. S. 
Herschell, the astronomer and Mens. 
Bertholot, who combined scientific 
pursuits with statesmanship. Music 
suffered the loss of Greig and Joachim, 
and Crueelll, once Europe's greatest 
singer, while sculpture is the poorer 
for the death of St. Gaudens and the

Ho tells, us that Canada Is bound 
to become a great manufacturing 
country, because we possess the three 
great requisites, material, power and 
transportation. Ho lays great stress 
upon our lake and river systems and 
our sea coasts. He looks upon Hud- 
son's Bay as certain to become the 
theatre of a great commerce, and 
adds: 

Canada is the land of waters,- of 
lake and river ami ica, beyond all 
others; Our Lady of Waters would 
be a" better title than Our Lady of 
Snows; and this character, which 
lends so much charm to the scenery, 
has an economic value already great, 
but destined to be much greater. 

He thinks Canadians possess the j 
qualities requisite for great Industrial I 
development, such as "industry, en- 
terprise, initiative, organizing power 
and inventiveness," and he says that 
"concerns started In Canada by Bri- 
tish or American enterprise have n. | 
general tendency to pass into Canadian 
hands." He notes a disposition to fol- 
low the example of our neighbors in 
going Into 111 -considered and over- 
large undertakings and in indifference 
as to quality, but thinks there will be 
a gnat change in tlds respect, and 
that a distinctively Canadian type of 
manufactures will lie developed, which 
will be neither British nor American, 
but will combine the good qualities of 
both. 



Decidedly reassuring is the authori- 
tative announcement made. by Adju- 
tant Wakefield of the Salvation Army 
that all immigrants brought to this 
province under the auspices of that 
organization will be placed In posi- 
tions already secured for them;- that 
they will not in a single in.-itnnco dis- 
place persons already employed or 
disrupt existing conditions in the la- 
bor market. In this the officers of 
tho Army are only exhibiting a char- 
acteristic watchfulness for the wel- 
fare of the masses of the people, 
among whom in the pust they have 
labored with such commendable zeal 
and conspicuous success. 



The Toronto News has been conduct- 
ing a competition to discover by a 
system of voting among its subscribers 
who are the four most popular com- 
mercial travelers In Ontario. In Its is- 
sue of Tuesday, December 24, it re- 
produces a view of the Empress hotel 
In this city, with an explanatory note 
to the effect that the four successful 
travellers who are to leave Toronto 
on a tour round the world on January 
11, will be guests at the local C.P.R. 
hostelry before departing on the 
steamship Empress of China for the 
Orient. This will constitute a good 
advertisement for Victoria in more 
ways than one.

With the feelings of such persons we 
have the greatest sympathy. Wo look 
upon their ill-concealed impatience and

ism, but If its history teaches one 
thing more than another, is that the 
growth or the Empire is in all its as- 
pects gradual, not sudden, that it 
proceeds less by design than by the 
operation of natural causes. Hence, 
while we may all regret that the Con- 
ference did not accomplish more of a 
specific character, it cannot be ques- 
tioned that the change from a Colonial 
Conference to an Imperial Conference 
and the establishment of an Imperial 
Secretariat are more than passing In- 
cidents, and cannot fail to have an ex- 
ceedingly important bearing upon the 
future of the British dominions. In 
this connection passing reference may 
be made to the presence of General 
Botha in London to participate In de- 
liberations relating to the welfare of 
the people whose valiant foe he was 
only a fow brief years ago. This of 
Itself would make the year notable In 
our Colonial history. 

The consummation of the peace 
policy of His Majesty, the King, by 
a completo understanding with Rus- 
sia, has we venture to believe n far- 
deeper significance than appears on 
tho surface. It removes an element 
.->f danger from the international arona, 
and leaves British diplomacy and, If 
need be, British arms less embarrass-

Though the names of 
twelve hundred survivors are on the 
pension roll at the war office, old age 
prevented many from attending, and 
those present In consequence number- 
ed only about seven hundred. The 
youngest among the veterans was 
sixty- five years of age. Lord Roberts 
presided, and the king sent a telegram 
expressing tho appreciation of the, 
whole Empire of 1 the services rendered 
by Die army of which the veterans, 
were members. A very pleasing in- 
cident was the recitation by Mr. Wal- 
ler, the actor, of some verses written 
especially for the occasion by Rudyard 
Kipling, of which Hie following is one: 

Today across our fathers' graves 
The astonished years reveal 

The remnant of that desperate host 
Which cleaned our East with steel. 



George Mclnerney, formerly a mem- 
ber of the House of Commons. is 
seriously 111 In St. John.

The British Postmaster-General 
says that "Limerick" contests have 
Increased the demand for Gd. postal 
orders from 311,000 In August, Sep- 
tember and October of last year to 
0,772,000 during the corresponding 
months of this year.

He will not believe in the ghosts that 
havo scared timid men at Ottawa, and 
he will boldly enter the haunted] 
chambers of our politics and no 
dreadful consequence will follow. Ho 
will not caro a great deal about those 
lcgenls of Bytown which have so 
much Influenced public policy in the 
pust. 

That the tide is netting strongly 
' tlgalnst the present Ottawa govern- 
ment is the opinion of the shrewdest 
political observers in the Dominion. 
They base their calculations upon the 
results/ in the various by-'electlons 
Which havo been held recently, reduc- 
ed Liberal majorities and the loss of 
■eats which were looked upon as gov- 
ernment strongholds being regarded 
us straws which indicate quite plainly 
Which way the wind is blowing. In 
^tbls connection, the Toronto News, 
' which maintains an independent posi- 
tion In the discussion of Federal poll- 
tice, says: 

Tho result in Centre York is the 
most damaging blow the Liberal gov- 
ernment has sustained since lS!»fi. Tho 
constituency lias a. normal Liberal 
majority of 300. It was admitted that 
Senator Campbell was a. weak candi- 
date. Liberals were rejoicing that in 
Dr. McLean they had a man who 
could unite the Liberals in the riding 
and poll the full strength of the party. 
He is as good ?W candidate as his 
' friends said he was, and certainly he 
should have had from 200 to 300 of a 
majority. Hut he comes out with an 
advantage of only nineteen. This in- 
sult, combined with the loss of Col- 
chester in Nova Scotia, with the col- 
lapse in London, the reduction of the 
Liberal majority in North Wellington, 
and the Increase of the Conservative 
majority in East Northumberland, 
must have very distinct significance 
for ministers at Ottawa. When a 
Canadian government shows loss of 
strength in by-elections it is not far 
from its downfall. It has to be added 
that all sections of tho Conservative 
partv fought together for -Mr. Wallace, 
and that their campaign was thor- 
oughly spirited and aggressive.

really averse to it. Now, we think 
that our citizens ought not to bo 
ashamed to learn a lesson from the 
younger community of Cariboo and 
should follow that worthy example and 
shake off their apathy.

Columbia is not prepared for Confed- 
eration." and the grand end will be 
accomplished. Continued apathy will 
ruin the cause. 




The Vancouver News-Advertiser, 
after surveying tho condition of the 
provincial finances, arrives at the 
very cheering conclusion that British 
Columbia may look forward to not 
only being the most prosperous prov- 
ince in tho Dominion, but the one in 
which the burden of taxation will 
bear most lightly upon the people. 
While this may be regarded hi some 
quarters as an extiemely optimistic 
view, we are Inclined to believe that 
so desirable a state of affairs may 
easily be brought about by the wise 
administration of our public affairs. 
Says the News- Advertiser: 

from the statements of the condi- 
tion of the finances in other provinces 
It . would seem that throughout tin: 
Dominion the various provincial gov- 
ernments are making efforts, and not 
Unsuccessfully, to keep their expendi- 
tures within their revenues. In some 
provinces this is a. matter of some 
difficulty, seeing that their natural 
resources are not of a magnlture nor 
of a character to provide means for 
taxation and (heir revenue is In con- 
sequence principally derived from the 
Dominion subsidy and direct taxation. 
In British Columbia it is very differ- 
ent. With tho further development of

Sir William Crookes, who has been 
awarded the Nobel prize for chem- 
istry, is one of the most versatile of 
living savants, having given valuable 
information to the world on such di 
verse subjects as spiritualism, the 
wheat supply, tho radiation of light, 
tin- cultivation of beetroots, and the 
art of dyeing fabrics.

Marshal Berha- 
elotto— for that was his name— was 
elected to the Crown of Sweden, and 
his grandson— the fourth ruler of his 
dynast} — was Oscar II., so that tho 
deceased King was the great-great- 
grandson of the French village black- 
smith. Sweden offers one of the few 
instances in history of a stable and 
enduring monarchical house founded 
by a private soldier."

"Mr. Lloyd George, who does not 
alloyy private grief to stifle the call of 
public duty, has performed another 
service of the highest importance," 
says the Daily Chronicle (December 
(i.) "Tin has saved the Lancashire cot- 
ton trade from the incalculable calam- 
ity of a. strike or lock-out. In speak- 
ing to representatives of the masters 
and the men, after tho declaration of 
peace, ho gave the credit to the sterl- 
ing qualities of Lancashire folk, and 
especially to their saving good sense. 
j\nd this is perfectly true. But Lan- 
cashire men are also stubborn light- 
ers, and what-wus wanted was the In- 
tervention of a friendly mediator be- 
fore tho light began, This Is the part 



which the president of tho board of 
trade has played with signal success. 
Ho was able to suggest a way round 
tho difficulty which threatened war. 
The Brooklands Agreement, as it has 
turned out, did not. meet all' the actual 
conditions of trade in which refine- 
ments of manufacture arc constantly 
introducing innovations. 'The settle- 
ment now arrived 'at not only termin- 
ates the dispute In the Oldham dis- 
trict to- the satisfaction of both par- 
ties, but seems likely to provide 
against future difficulties of the kind." 

"The founder, designer, and owner 
of the now London Treasure House, in 
Hatton Garden," says tho British 
Australasian (November 28), "is Mr. 
Stewart Dawson. Thirty-live years 
ago, when a young man, he sot up a 
watch and jewellery business in Liver- 
pool, and in ton years' time had ac- 
cumlated capital sufficient for the great 
colonial venture for which ho had long 
nursed an ambition. In 1881 he went 
out to Sydney, where he achieved al- 
together a notablo success. It was 
not many years before ho had colossal 
establishments In every great city in 
Australasia — Sydney, Melbourne, Bris- 
bane, Perth, Auckland, "Wellington, 
Christchurch, Dunedm — eight separate 
jewellery palaces, all carried on upon 
the ready-money principles which had 
served him so well at the outset of his 
career, and all prosperous, and now 
lie establishes himself in London on a 
scalo and with a purpose that is bound 
to gain recognition." 



Canada (London) — Much has been 
said and written about tho projected 
all-British route from the Mother 
Country by way of Canada to the 
Australasian colonies and India, the 
strategical centre of the Empire. But 
the Hon. Clifford Sifton's address to 
tho members of the Liberal Colonial 
club strikes us as the mo3t lumnlous 
and convincing statement of the argu- 
ments In favor of this great Imperial 
project which has yet been made on 
a public occasion. The speaker, who 
was well received by an audience anx- 
ious to show that Liberalism and Im- 
perialism ura not necessarily con- 
tradictory terms (certainly they are 
not so in Canada or New Zealand), 
began by pointing out that, Inasmuch 
as Sir Wilfrid Laurler's resolution had 
been accepted by all tho other dele- 
gates to the Imporlal Conference, both 
the Mother Country and the self- 
governing Colonies were actually com- 
mitted to tho project. That is to say, 
the British Government cannot refuse 
to give a proportional subsidy with- 
out being guilty of a broach of good 
faith. Canada is prepared to pay half 
the cost of establishing the Atlantic 
service us well as a substantial sub- 
sidy In aid of the Pacillc Steamship 
lino, and it should also bo remem- 
bered — Mr. Sifton might have em- 
phasized this point — that the railway 
route across the Dominion was also in 
a very real sense provided by the Can- 
adian people, seeing that the trans- 
continental railways could never havo 
been built without the help of their 
Government. Canada, having a front- 
ago on both oceans, must give most, 
and she gives it willingly; nor, to 
Judge by the remarks of tho Agent- 
General of New Zealand, is Austra- 
lasia likely to refuse adequate assis- 
tance. The failure of the British Gov- 
ernment to follow the example of tho 
British Dominions beyond the seas 
would be an unpardonable exhibition 
of tho political folly of Llttle-Eng- 
landlsm. Mr. Sifton, after showing 
that vessels could be built to steam 
at an average of 24 knots an hour be- 
tween Great Britain and Canada, wont 
on to confute the contention that this 
ocean-route is more dangerous than 
the longer journey to an American 
port. The three special dangers men- 
tioned by the pessimists were (1) fogs, 
(2) icebergs, (3) tho difficulties of 
navigating tho St. Lawrence. But as 
regards tho first, a vessel steaming to 
Halifax would not be nearly so much 
hampered by fog as a vessel in the 
New York "lane,'' tho proportion being 
SYi to 8 In favor of the former route. 
As regards the second danger, it is 
a matter of common knowledge with 
Atlantic navigators that there is about 
tho same amount of Ice on oi'tthr 
route. Thirdly, statistics prove that 
the navigation of the St. Lawrence is 
not nearly so dangerous as people 
imagined. There is only one spot be- 
low Quebec where vessels of larfye 
draught have to wait for the tide, and 
the Canadian Government Is about to 
remedy that natural defect by deep- 
ening tho channel. Air. Sifton pressed 
home the larger arguments for the 
project — tho necessity of assuring the 
food-supply of the Mother Country, of 
providing a first line of communica- 
tions with tho British iniperium of de- 
pendencies, etc. — and did not forget to 
remind his hearers that Canada, by 
subsidising the construction of fast 
steamships which could be used as 
cruisers in time of war, was actually 
contributing towards the cost of main- 
taining British sou-power. In con- 
clusion, he .said that the project, 
though not based primarily on com- 
mercial arguments, ' would eventually 
prove a commercial success. Nobody 
who looks ahead and knows what 
Cannda Australia and New Zealand are 
cnnable of becoming in a decade is 
likely to refuse to accept that fore- 
cast. 

London Standard— rt cannot be too 
often or too Insistently urged that the 
chief need of the Empire Is swift and 
cheap transportation hy means of 
which trade mav be facilitated and 
enlarged and the free movement of the 
whole population encouraged. The 
whole future prosperity of Canada. 
Australia nnd New Zealand depend", 
unon the Increased immigration of 
noople of their own race. We have 
already suggested that Canada, in 
pursuance of her own interests, should 
next year charter a fleet of steam - 
shins which should bring to her 
Rhores, free of expense, selected emi- 
grants from this country. Such an 
arrangement could easily bo made in 
eonionetion with the scheme of the 
Mi-Red route. It Is for Australia and 
New Zealand to complete the system. 
<n «o far ns they am able to do so, by 
giving- aid from Vancouver. 

London Daily Chronicle — The op- 
nnnents of the scheme have long since 
had to fall back to conjecture upon 
which to bafi« arguments against the 
nrnctlcal worklmr of tho scheme to 
"•hieh the Government in nrinolnle is 
leflnltelv committed. One favorite ar- 
gument has been that the shortest 
rente ncrous the Atlantic — from Liver- 
pool to Halifax — was not tho safest. 
It cuts across the dangerous fog zone. 
Mr. Sifton. in his able address before

• his nrcmnetit nnco and for all by 
incontrovertible fuels from nn inde- 
nendent nnd impartial source. 

Westminster Gazette — Wo fool sum

An Opon letter to Mayor Morley. 

Sir — In my letter to you of the 21th 
Instant 1 dealt with a matter which, 
In my opinion, involves a serious breach 
of faith on your part. 1 endeavored to 
avoid personalities; but yon, sir, with 
your customary display oL ill-taste have 
dodged the legal point and have been 
gUllty or another breach of faith if not 
of good manners In pretending to relate 
what you aumlt wus a pi I vale conver- 
sation alleged to have passed between 
us on the night of the hist civic elec- 
tion. 

Tlie question between us Is entirely 
one that concerns the public, and you 
have endeavored, as you always do, to 
make it a pciBOlial mutter. Did you or 
did you not break faith with me by 
going before -Mr. Justice Irving and 
arranging for an adjustment of the 
blunder (if it is a blunder) for which 
you (or some one under yuuj are re- 
sponsible in failing to .summons the 
court of revision us required by law 
without notifying me of your inten- 
tion? 

It is a pity that you appear to be un- 
ablo to d.scuss public questions with- 
out resort to personalities that are ex- 
pressed in language which Is not al- 
ways polite ana is frequently downright 
rude. (Vide Aid. Raima's charge of 
unseemly language against you to 
which you have never replied). Should 
the electors of Victoria, with the aid 
of the 496 Illegal votes which I trust to 
have stricken from the roll and which 
It Is more than suspected you wish to 
retain, unfortunately again place you 
In tho civic chair it is to be hoped that 
you will rise above the consideration 
of personalities and cease to retail tho 
Imaginary particulars of a private and 
confidential conversation which you in- 
sisted on forcing upon me towards the 
close of the last civic polls and of which 
you have given a garbled and untruth- 
ful version. Were I to tell my version 
of that conversation it would place you 
In an unenviable position before the 
public. But 1 would remind you that 
our conversation on that occasion was 
broken Into by a prominent business 
man who asked why it was that the 
Chinese lotteries were openly running 
with your knowledge; that the Chinese: 
gamblers were, immune from prosecu- 
tion while an agent of those gamblers 
was openly supporting you for re-elec- 
tion?

CLAIMS WARD ONE 

HAS BEEN NEGLECTED 



Alexander Watson Says Pres- 
ent Council Has Not Done 
It's Duty 



Because lie believes that the present 
city council lias practically Ig ncral the 
needs of Ward One, Victoria West, 
Alexander Watson, boat builder, Gar 
belly Eoad, has catered the alder 
manic contest, and -Will be.ii candidate 
at tho forthcoming civic elections. Mr. 
Watson claims his ward has been 
practically neglected in the way of 
street improvements and sewage, and 
that that section of the city has not 
received any tiling like justice. If ho 
is returned, and ho fools confident 
that tho ratepayers of Wurtl One are 
anxious for a change, ho will do his 
utmost to obtain u fair shiire ot th* 
year's expenditure, and to further the 
best Interests of his ward. One 61 
the chief questions lie will press, if 
elected, is that of sowtige. Ho claims 
that for years he has been endeavor- 
ing to get the city to extent! the sys- 
tem to his own street, Catherine 
street, but despite the requests of 
himself and the other ratepayers, the 
council has done nothing' In the mat- 
ter. The excuse offered by the city 
has been that the street lines have 
not been defined, but Mr. Watson 
claims that had the present council 
acted with promptitude tills question 
of street lines would have been set- 
tled ero this. 

On the water question, a question 
which will loom large before tho next 
council, Mr. Watson is of the opinion 
that the city should make early pro- 
vision for a salt water service far lire 
sprinkling purposes;, to be operated 
from an Independent source of power. 
According to the report ot Arthur L. 
Adams, water expert, the present Elk 
lake source of water supply is sufli- 
cieat. If that service is used then, 
Mr. Watson believes, tho salt water 
service should be installed. But he 
understands that tho B. C Electric 
company, Limited, Intends going to 
Shawnigan lake for its source of pow- 
er, and he believes that It could be 
arranged so that the compajiy and the 
corporation could combine and bring 
in water to the city at a cheaper rate 
than tho city could do by Itself. 

Mr. Watson sees no reason why tin. 
two corporations eould not got to- 
gether. The city could guarantee the 
company's bonds, and the resulting 
service would, he believes, be superior 
to any that the city by Itself could 
provide. 

Another need of Victoria West, and 
one for which the ratepayers of that 
portion of the city have been seeking 
for years, is a tra-lllc bridge from the 
tho foot of Johnson street, or sunn 
place In that vicinity, and a road 
across the reserve. This Improve- 
ment, Mr. Watson declares, is an ab- 
solute necessity to meet tiie growing 
requirements of Victoria West.

Commissioner Meets Pre- 
mier and Ministers 



The Hindus now resident in, the city 
and without shelter will' be provided 
With accommodation. <_;. D. Kumar, 
religious worker among the Hindus 
of Victoria, lias been .making an ap- 
peal on behalf of bis countrymen and 
says that a Victoria gentleman has 
offered Mini" a piece of land on Douglas 
street on Which to erect a building 
for sheltering those Hindus who are 
unable to obtain shelter i"or themselves. 
Mr. Kumar is now appealing to the 
generous hearted Victorians to con- 
tribute towards tbe putting up of a 
shelter so as to protect his fellow 
countrymen from the cold and rain. 

He states that be appealed to the 
mayor for work for the Hindus, but 
that that official instead of doing any- 
thing in that direction, is endeavoring 
to have the Hindus deported. 

Mayor Morloy yesterday stated that 
Mr. Kumar's statement that he was 
aiming to deport the Hindus and that 
lie had stated that there was no work 
for them was Incorrect. The statement 
he made at a recent meeting of the 
council was that Mr. Kumar bad told 
him that there aro about 300 Hindus 
in and about tho city, of whom about 
200 laid no steady employ ment. Mr. 
Kumar had approached him to lind 
shelter for about 100, whom, he took 
from Mr. Kumar's remarks, to bo more 
or less destitute- Under the provi- 
sions of the immigration act, the 
terms of which have been communi- 
cated to the mayor, the latter hud ob- 
tained the consent of the council to 
take steps to deport any of the Hindus 
who were destitute or likely to become 
so. 



WAS MOT VOLCANO 



The provincial government has 
brought to the attention of the ofli- 
clals of tho Dominion government tho 
fact that numbers of alien unemploy- 
ed are Hocking into Vancouver from 
across the American border, and have 
asked that they take steps to check 
the inliux.

The police court was thronged with 
Chinamen yesterday anxious to hear 
the. outcome of the charge of assault 
laid against Willie Macklinson, a seal- 
er, barely twenty ybars old, by Wong 
KI Ho, rcstauranUkeepor on Flsguard 
street. • <mPT ■ • ■■ , 

The first no! Ifledcation -.received by 
the police was a hurry-up call about 
a quarter to 12 on Saturday night. 
When they reached the place they 
found Macklinson on the ground, held 
down by Chinamen- and surrounded 
by a horde. When they had disen- 
tangled the white man the police were 
informed that he and two others had 
gone Into Wong lvi Ho's restaurant 
and ordered a meal, which they had 
eaten, but refused to pay for. Upon 
being asked again for the money 
Macklinson is said to have smitten 
the importunate Chinaman upon the 
nose, and to have followed that blow 
up by another. His companions were 
said to have made off, but with tho 
help of numerous reinforcements, the 
Chinaman succeeded in forcibly de- 
taining Maekllnson until the arrival 
of the police. 

In tlie police lO'.irt yesterday Wong 
Kl Ho repeated under oath tlie story 
already given to the police. Ho said 
there were six men in the restaurant 
at tho time, three of whom had paid 
for their meals, while the other 
three, of whom Macklinson was one, 
refused. He went on to detail the 
assault upon him, and stated they 
had detained their man until the ar- 
rival of the police. Ah Hong, a cook 
In tlie employ of the first witness, 
corroborated the testimony given, 
saying that the blow made Wong Kl 
Ho's nose bleed. 

Macklinson. who hail pleaded not 
guilty, then took tho stand in his own 
behalf. Hi seemed to tell a straight 
story and made an exceedingly good 
impression, with the result that the 
aspect of the case changed materially 
so far as he was concerned. His ver- 
sion was that he was coming up the 
street with some friends when he saw 
a fuss outside the Prince of Wales sa- 
loon. He ran across tlie street to sen 
what was going on when he bumped 
Into some Chinamen, who seized him 
and knocked him down, holding him 
till tbe arrival of the police. 

Detective Palmer stated that while 
making the arrest a man was over- 
heard to say that the Chinamen had 
got hold of the wrong man, and thero 
3eemed to be a possibility that the 
Orientals, who notoriously get very 
excited when anything of that kind 
occurs, had in tlie hurry of the scram- 
ble mistaken 'Macklinson for the right 
man. The latter state. 1 that ho could 
bring witnesses to prove the story was 
true, and was released on his own 
recognizance to appear on Friday 
with his witnesses.

John E, Hainsworth Pleads 
Guilty to Two Charges- 
Two Not Pressed 



John E. Hainsworth was yesterday 
sentenced to one year's Imprisonment 
during which he will have opportunity 
to reflect upon tho dangler of passing 
cheeks without a corresponding credit 
at the bank-. He pleaded guilty to 
having obtained merchandise and easli 
from B. Williams &. Co., to the total 
amount of »47 on the strength of a 
check on the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce afterwards found to bo worth- 
less. He also pleaded guilty to hav- 
ing given a worthless chock for $9.15 
to the. Baker Shoe company, getting 
in return an eight dollar pair of shoes 
and a pair of rubbers worth $1.15. Tlie 
chief of police also read a letter en- 
closing a refused cheque for $25 alleged 
to have been passed by the accused in 
Vancouver December lf>, and stated 
that he had likewise received informa- 
tion of a fourth attempt when the ac- 
cused was said to have offered a 
cheque for $1S3, though in tlie last case 
the cheque was found to be no good 
before tlie goods were shipped. Tlie 
two last charges however were not 
pressed, and no evidence was offered 
in support of them. 

William 11. Munn, of B. Williams & 
Co., Identified a cheque for $17 pro- 
duced in court as the one the accused 
had given him in payment for a suit of 
clothes, vest, two suits of underwear 
and other articles amounting to near- 
ly $47, the balance of which was given 
the man la cash.

After bis attention had been drawn 
to the fact, the witness remarked that 
wh .n Hainsworth wa* In tlie. store ho 
wore a moustache, which he has since 
shaved, though just at present ho 
would seem to be attempting to culti- 
vate a full beard. 

George B. Archibald, of the Baker 
Shoe company, testified that on Sat- 
urday evening Deeeinoor 7, tho ac- 
cused had bought a pair of shoes and 
a pair of rubbers at their store, giving 
a cheque for $9.15 in payment, which 
was returned the following Tuesday 
morn lag marked "no funds." Pie identi- 
fied a cheque book which was found 
on the accused as the one from which 
he had taken the cheque, which he 
made out in the presence of the wit- 
ness. He had entered the amount of 
tho check on the stub In a business- 
like fashion and the cheque book 
would appear to have been frequently 
used for a similar purpose. 

Hainsworth pleading guilty, Magis- 
trate Jay sentenced him to six months 
Imprisonment for each offense, the 
terms to be served consecutively.

HERE AND THERE 

Sir Conan Doyle has written a new 
book, "Through the Magic Door," Lon- 
don, Geo. Bell & Sons, which is not a 
novel, but a pleasant book of 
gossip about authors and their ways. 
In it ho tells how he gathered to- 
gether the first books of his own lib- 
rary. Some of these were procured 
in his student days by the strictest 
self denial. Among these are Gor- 
don's Tacitus, Addison's works, 
Temple's Essays, The Tale of a Tub, 
A Life of Bacon, Clarendon's History 
and other classics. 

Tlie lirst books the author ever 
owned were Scott's novels, which were 
devoured in hours stolen from sleep 
In pleasant easy style Sir Conan Doylo 
tells of these and many other books 
he loves. The following sentences are 
from this book, which will be wel- 
comed by all book lovers: 

"1 care not how humble your book- 
shelf may be, nor how lowly tlie room 
which il adorns, (.'lose tlie door of 
that room behind you, shut off with 
it all the cares of tlie outer world, 
plunge back into the soothing company 
-it' the great dead and then you are 
through tlio magic portal Into that fair 
land whither worry and vexation can 
follow no more. You have left all that 
i.s vulgar and all that is sordid behind 
you. There stand your noble, silent 
comrades waiting in their ranks. Pass 
your eye down their flies. Choose 
your man. And then you have but to 
hold up your hand to him and away 
you go together into dreamland."

There never was a time when the 
physical well-being of the civilized 
races of humanity received so much 
consideration as it does In these days. 
The greatest minds of the age are 
bringing the experience of the past 
and the latest discoveries of science 
to aid in the eradication of disease. 

For some of these ills cures havo 
been found and the bad effects of 
others have been greatly ameliorated. 
The knowledge of the laws of health 
has become more widely diffused and 
people have learned to live In cori- 
formity with nature. Even In the 
most crowded parts of the great cen- 
tres of population cleanliness has done 
much to banish disease. Houses are 
more sanitary and many of those dis- 
eases which are the result of tilth have 
disappeared from northern cities. 

The plague, smallpox and typhus 
fever, which formerly carried off thou- 
sands of people every year, are be- 
coming year by year less fatal. 

Even the sufferer from tuberculosis 
has been given hope that if tin? dis- 
ease has not made too great progress 
he may be restored to health and 
usefulness. Cancer, so far, has baffled 
the efforts of scientists to discover 
either its cause or Its cure except 
In so far as tlie skill of the surgeon 
has been efficacious. 

Perhaps, the most hopeful experi- 
ment that has yet been tried and the 
one most likely lo have the greatest 
effect 011 the physical health of future 
generations, Is that of the medical 
examination of tlie pupils of the public 
schools. If during their school life 
children can be kept from contracting 
diseases their chances for healthy, 
vigorous manhood will he greatly in- 
creased. 

It miprht be thought that parents 
should be trusted to look after the 
health of their own ehuuren, but all 
parents have not the iiecessnTy knowl- 
edge to detecl the Incipient slnjres of 
disease and some .are too careliss to 
seek means of remedy lor those of 
which they know. 

All teachers are aware that many 
parents apparently Intelligent, will al- 
low children with defective eyesight. 
Impaired hearing or suffering from 
sorno childish weakness to enter a 
class without warning the teacher of 
llic fact. .Many a nervous child has 
bo.-n retarded in its progress or suf- 
fered in other ways because the 
teacher has been left to discover what 
should have been told. 

Systematic and intelligent medical 
Inspection would prevent these evils as 
well as raise the standard of health 
anion;; the children.

Whether the women of 
Canada arc themselves pure hearted 
and strong hearted enough to per- 
form the duty to which the governor- 
general points, may perhaps be doubt- 
ed, if they were, wickedness In high 
places would not have become so con- 
spicuous as it unfortunately is. That 
pure am' gentle, loving and brave 
women are needed in Canada today 
i.s the message which the governor- 
general sends from Montreal .and to 
this message Canadian women should 
respond by much heart searching and 
great effort.

A bowl of water placed in a fresh- 
ly painted or varnished room will ab- 
sorb tlie odor. This plan may also be 
adopted when the odor of stale smoke 
Is In a room. It is another example 
of the way In which water, If left 
about uncovered will absorb impuri- 
ties.

A Hot Air Bath. 

For brcidng up a threatened cold,| 
the hot air hath Is often useful. What 
Is termed a modified Turkish bath can 
be given as follows: Let the invalid 
sit on a cane-bottomed chair, with his 
feet on a stool. Wrap a large blanket 
around the chair, and when the cloth- 
ing lias been all removed, pin thn 
blanket securely together, bringing it 
in snugly about the neck-. Under tlie 
chair set a low hand lamp or a small 
coal oil stove, with an old basin in- 
verted over the hitter, if used. Over 
tlie blanket wrap a thick "comforter," 
or quilt, securely pinned, and reaching 
to the floor to exclude the air. The 
bath should last from a half hour to 
an hour. While it is in progress 
someone should be in attendance who 
will see that the Invalid is made ' to 
drink freely of hot lemonade. Have 
the bed warm, and under a blanket 
rub him down with a rough towel. 
Follow the bath with a brisk purga- 
tive, and the probabilities arc that if 
taken in time the cold can be aborted. 
Tills can be given to an invalid in bed 
by placing a box or stool on each side 
of the bed and laying a narrow slat 
or board across lo lift up the bed- 
clothes. An olb'ow of a stovepipe can 
be secured to the coal oil stove and 
the hot air conducted through' it un- 
derneath tlie bedclothes; Croat cam 
is needed to exclude the cold air as 
far as possible. In cases where the' 
kidneys are falling to act and there la 
a pufflness of the/ limbs, on the backs 
of the hands, or around the eyes, this 
kind of treatment Is valuable.

Down, Settler Killed, Two 
Houses Wrecked 



CAPE SCOTT AND QUATSINO 



Steamer Was Severely Buffet- 
ted — Quadra Was Sighted 
Off Cape Beale 



After the roughest trip to the west 
coast of Vancouver island this season, 
the steamer Amur, ('apt. Townsend, 
returned to port yesterday morning 
with fifteen passengers. She brought 
news that December ~ii a severe hur- 
rican swept the north end of Van- 
couver island, causing immense darn- 
age to timber areas, wrecking two 
settlers' house's, At least one life 
was lost. Jens Hansen, a settler at 
San Josef bay, who went from his 
house in consequence of the falling of 
the trees blown down by the wind, 
was killed soon after he passed his 
threshold by another falling tree. The 
victim recently arrived from Placer 
county, California. Another settler 
had a narrow escape, having his head 
cut by falling timber. Two houses 
were completely crushed, but fortu- 
nately there was no loss of life, trip 
Inhabitants having escaped, afterward 
being sheltered by other settlers. The 
demolished houses had been recently 
built for newly arrived settlers. 

The storm was the worst ever ex- 
perienced at the north end of the isl- 
and, thousands of trees being razed 
by the wind in the Quatslno district 
alone. Oillcers of the Amur say the 
damage is estimated at at least a mil- 
lion dollars. The government trail 
which connects Quatslno and Hardy 
bay, eleven miles long, was rendered 
impassible by the amount of timber 
that has fallen across it, and in the 
Cape Scott district trails were 
blocked. 

The Amur encountered heavy 
weather from the time she left Bark- 
ley sound, northbound. She was ly- 
ing at the Yreka mine wharf on the 
west arm of. Quatslno sound on 
Christmas day, and the noise of fall- 
ing timber was heard plain above the 
roar of the wind. Despite the bois- 
terous weather, though, the small 
population gathered on board iho 
steamer and an impromptu concert 
took place. 

The Amur rolled almost from beam 
to beam during the - gale and was 
swept by seas. One of the cabin doors 
of the .house at the after end of tho 
vessel was blown off by the wind and 
was strangely impaled upon the meat- 
hooks at the stern, where carcases of 
meat are usually kept. One of the 
ship's company while at the rail dur- 
ing the height of the storm lost his 
false teeth. 

Tho government steamer Quadra 
was passed off Cape Beale on Sunday 
unloading supplies by boat, and a 
three-masted ship was off Pachena 
awaiting a tug.

Two steamers only are to be oper- 
ated on the Victoria-San Francisco 
route by the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company during the months of Jan- 
uary and February, giving a seven- 
day service, instead of sailings once 
every live days. The President Will 
be withdrawn from the route for 
these months. The steamer Umatilla 
has been substituted on the present 
trip, but will be withdrawn when she 
completes the voyage and the route 
will be covered by tho Governor and 
City of Puebla.. 

J. C. Ford, president of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company, said in 
this regard: 

"We intend to keep the Governor on 
the run until the repairs on the Presi- 
dent are finished, when the President 
will be returned to the run and the 
Governor repaired. 

"When these two boats came around 
from the East they were only laid up 
for repairs two days and then started 
on regular runs. Usually all boats 
making such a trip are laid up for 
several weeks for an overhauling. The 
President will go on the dry dock for 
a few days and workmen will spend 
weeks In painting and overhauling her 
out In the stream. When the work is 
finished the Governor will be sub- 
jected to similar overhauling. 

"Business Is altogether too light to 
warrant the keeping of both big boats 
on the run. We will operate only two 
boats after the first of the year, main- 
taining a weekly schedule instead of 
every five days. I expect to have both 
the big boats on the run again about 
the first of March."

The steamer Cyclops, Capt. Harris, 
of the Blue Funnel line, reached the 
outer dock on Sunday with 77 steer- 
age passengers of whom Gl left the 
vessel here, and li,300 tons of general 
cargo, of which about (100 tons will 
be landed here and 2,300 at Vancouver, 
whither the steamer will proceed 
Thursday or Friday after landing her 
cargo here. She brought news that 
three new passenger and freight 
steamers are to be built for the ser- 
vice between Puget sound and Hong- 
kong, via this port. If reports cur- 
rent when the steamer sailed are to 
be relied upon, arrangements for the 
construction of the vessels have been 
made with British shipbuilding arms, 
Workman, Clark & Co. were to build 
one, Leslie, Hawthorn & Co. another, 
while a third was to be constructed 
by David & William Henderson .if 
the Clyde. The steamers are to be of 
the Telemachus class, but fitted with 
staterooms for 14 saloon passengers. 

The cargo of the Cyclops was made 
up of the usual assorted freight, most- 
ly from the United Kingdom. There 
were also shipments of raw silk from 
Japan for New York, hemp and hard- 
wood for furniture makers from the 
Philippine islands, peanuts from 
Manila, lily bulbs, soy -and all man- 
ner of things from boxes of tallow 
candles to cases of whiskey. 

The Cyclops had a busy trip out- 
ward, cargo 'being worked day and 
night at most of the ports of call. 
Capt. Harris, master of the vessel, 
was last here In command of the 
steamer Yangtzse to which Capt. Puls- 
ford has been transferred. On board 
the steamer- Salvor of the British Co- 
lumbia Salvage company Is a brother 
of Capt. Pulsford, and, unaware of 
the change, he hurried to the outer 
dock 10 meet his brother, only to be 
disappointed. 

News was brought by the Cyclops 
that a special committee of Japanese 
naval experts iias been appointed by 
Admiral Kamlmura to make experi- 
ments with fuel oil for warships. The 
despatch boat Vayeynma and torpedo 
boat Kotaka will be fitted to make the 
tests, and if the report is favorable 
arrangements will be made for a fleet 
of naval oil-tankers to carry oil from 
California or other oil districts. 

Officers of the Cyclops brought news 
of a massive round-up of alleged 
criminals at Osaka, Japan's largest 
commercial city of which Kobe Is the 
port. In tho dead . of night, 1,505 
policemen were suddenly summoned to 
duty and ordered to proceed to var- 
ious parts of the city for the purpose 
of taking Into custody all persons 
3tlll abroad who could not give a 
satisfactory account of themselves. I 
According to the Malnichl, no less than 
30,100 persons were thus arrested. In 
only one hundred and forty cases, 
however, was it established that they 
had a criminal intent. As might be 
expected, various amusing incidents 
are reported to have occurred in the 
course of the hunt. In a number of 
eases policemen in disguise were taken 
into custody despite their protests by 
members of the force who were not 
acquainted witii them personally, and 
It is said that In one instance the 
chief of a police station was thus 
treated. He emphatically declared his 
identity but his captor bluntly desig- 
nated him a liar and drew his sword. 
Fortunately, a policeman who knew 
the oflicial came up before extremities 
had been resorted to.

Three vessels have been withdrawn 
from the overdue list as uninsurable, 
being considered hopelessly overdue, 
and all will probably be shortly posted 
as missing. These vessels are the: 
Arthur Sewall, Adolph Obrig and Pel- 
legrina O. The Arthur Sewall left 
Philadelphia March ilO with coal for 
Seattle, the Adolph Obrig sailed from 
New Vork on April 10 with coal for 
San Francisco, and the Pellegrlna O. 
Was bound from Newcastle, N. S. 
with coal for Antofagasta. The rein- 
surance on the British ship Alacrita, 
140 days from Delagoa bay for Hong- 
king, lias been advanced from 25 to 
40 per cent. 

Against the risk of total loss only 
35 per cent. Is being paid to reinsure 
the French bark Due d'Aumale, which 
Is ashore on the Falkland islands in a 
dangerous position. She was on her 
way from Rotterdam to San Fran- 
cisco. On the steamer Gatesgarth, 
believed to have been lost during the 
early December gales off the British 
coast, DO per cent, has been paid. Tho 
Gatesgarth left the Mersey December 
3 fur Penartb, and was not afterward 
heard from. A life buoy has been 
[licked up marked "Gatesgarth" in 
Portmadoc harbor. 

LEONORA FOUNDERED. 

While Crew was Ashore Celebrating 
Christmas Day at Minstrel Island. 

While her crew. wore ashore celebrat- 
ing on Christmas Kve the tug Leonora 
foundered in a heavy gale that was 
blowing in shore, wherri she lay moored 
at Minstrel island. When the men re- 
turned to find their tug no trace of her 
could be seen on the stormy sea, and 
up to the time the steamer Cassiar left 
no trace of her had been found, tho 
water being very deep at that point. 
The Leonora has been operated by 
hand loggers who are at work in the 
vicinity of Port Harvey. The little tug 
was one of the first boats owned by 
tile Union Steamship Co.

Shipping Journals Remark Concerning 
the Recent Additions to 
Coasters 



Crew Ficjbts Blaze and Sails Vessel 
at a Smart Clip at the Same 
Time 



Battling for more than an hour with 
a lire which threatened to destroy the 
vessel, in the Santa Barbara channel, 
and at tho same time sailing at a ten- 
knot speed, was the thrilling exper- 
ience on Saturday morning of Captain 
Olson and crew of eight men of tho 
schooner James Rolph, which arrived 
at San Pedro, Cal., on Sunday, thir- 
teen days from Astoria, with a cargo 
of lumber.

After a hard 
light this method was successful and 
tin 1 tire was extinguished. 

The James Rolph is a well-known 
coasting vessel belonging to the fleet 
of Hind, Rolph & Co. She has been 
at Tacoma-a rumber of times. The 
Rolph was built at Fairhaven, Cal., 
In 1899. She measures fiSfi tons gross 
and 517 net, and carries n crew of 
nine. Her dimensions are: Length, 
169.1 feet; 37.9 feet beam and 12.S feet 
depth.

The writer of "On Watch" in Syren 
and Shipping says: According to the 
United fcitates consul at Victoria, 13. 
C, a new steamship line has been 
formed to operate botween Alaska, 
British Columbia, Puget Sound and 
Mexico. The name of the new con- 
cern is the British Coast Steamship 
Company, but tho title does not seem 
to have been very well chosen, for the 
Stock Is largely held by Americans; 
the managar is an American, and the 
ships aro Norwegian-built, Nor- 
wegian- oilicered and manned, and sail 
unuer tho Norwegian Hag. At the 
moment this un-Brltish British com- 
pany boasts but ono steamer, the 
Transit, a vessel of 1,007 tons, but in 
the spring an addition of two to the 
family la expected. The merry spring 
time will. Indeed, be a veritable lamb- 
ing season on the British Columbian 
coast, for two large steamers are to 
be placed, by a Germany company, on j 
tho Victoria-North China route; two 
more, under British auspices, arc to 
start running between Vancouver, 
Jeduz, Skidegate, Jlasset and Ketchi- 
kan; while a third brace of b'vits, of 
Norwegian origin, will come Into the 
British Columbia and Alaskan coast- 
ing trade. The affection for the Nor- 
wegian flag which- seems to character- 
ise these waters is attributed to the 
fact that Norwegian ships can be run 
for a third to one-half the. cost of 
local vessels. The coasting trade be- 
tween the state of Washington, Bri- 
tish Columbia, and Alaska, says tho 
consul, has developed greatly during 
the present year, and It is expected 
that In the coming spring, with tho 
Grand Trunk Paeillc starting active 
work on the west end of their trans- | 
continental route, and the Canadian 
Pacific pushing the extension of the 
Vancouver island railway to the west 
coast, the volume of trade will bo 
quadrupled.

Adjutant Wakefield Discusses 
Army Immigration to This 
Province 



Adjutant Wakefield, in charge of the 
army immigration work in this pro- 
vince, spoke lust evening at the Sal- 
vation Army barracks upon that de- 
partment o£ Salvation.' Army work. 

Ins address was delivered at the 
request of Capt. Travis, who is in 
charge of the army work in this city 
ana no dealt particularly; with 
army's work in that connection in this 
province. 

Be stated that the army had been 
greatly criticised for undertaking the 
work of immigration at all. Tills, how- 
ever, was true of every branch of army 
work. All had been criticised. The 
immigration like the other depart- 
ments had, however, already justified 
itself. 

In tho last three or four years since 
tho work has been commenced some 
•lU.OOU people have been brought to 
the Dominion under its auspices. But 
few of these had been brought to Bri- 
tish Columbia, and in that connection 
he desired to make the statement that 
not one of the unemployed about whom 
there has been so much talk in Van- 
couver had been brought to this coun- 
try in charge of the army. Each army 
Immigrant is provided with an Iden- 
tification card. Upon presentation of 
this at army headquarters anywhere 
if ouc of work he can secure assis- 
tant. Not a single card has been 
presented in Vancouver. 

He believed that the reason there 
were unemployed in Vancouver and in 
British Columbia was the extensive ad- 
vertising which the cities have been 
receiving in the East. Along with the 
influx of wealth and capital who have 
i invested in real estate then.' have 
Hooked in hundreds of people without 
capital, thinking they would find a 
place of ease and luxury. 

The army in its immigration plans 
considers the wellbelng of both the 
immigrant and of the country to 
which he is going. The army chart- 
ers its own boats, and on the passage 
out every effort is made to give the 
Immigrant lectures, etc., and by the 
accompanying ollicers, to familiarise 
the immigrant with conditions out 
here. Particularly they impress upon 
lh«>rt the desirability of iheir settling 
upon the land. They advise them to 
obtain work upon farms and In this 
way in a few years they may become 
owners of land, producers and employ- 
ers o ( f labor. 

Mr. Wakefield instanced one man 
who came out under the department 
three years ago who now owns his 
own farm, and will probably be an 
applicant for labor this approaching 
spring. 

in continuing he stated that the 
proper way to build up the city was 
to build up the country round about. 
Once _the country is built up, settled 
and tne people made producers, the 
cities will inevitably grow. 

Adjutant Wakefield pointed to the 
fact that the immigrants which the 
army is bringing into Canada are Bri- 
tish subjects. They are people who 
will assimilate with our present popu- 
lation. In -this way they are build- 
ing for the future There will: be no 
danger of these people cuusing inter- 
nal strife in the future. 

All labor brought to British Colum- 
bia is either farm labor or domestic 
labor. In the case of each immigrant 
then; is a position waiting for him. 
The farmers who send in applications 
are asked if they can supply work for 
the entire year, and in every case the 
answer has been "yes." 

The speaker stated that the man 
witli a family in Great Britain who 
came out with his family was the 
inost desirable settler. He would not 
become a transient. He was the man 
Who settled down who hail a stake in 
the community and who worked like 
a beaver to "make things go." These 
men with large families could not pay 
thi Ir own l'are out of their earnings 
ami thence arose the question of 
assisted immigrants. 

The army has a loan fund from 
Which it advances tho • passages of 
these m. 'it Willi families. Often their 
passages out cost J300 or $400. This 
they pay back in installments. 

Air. Wakefield read a letter from a 
family thus assisted out but two years 
ago. They have paid back the $400 
borrowea, own a house and hit, and 
have paid every dollar of t lie amount. 

In referring lo the domestic ques- 
tion Mr. Wakefield said that on in- 
vestigating conditions in British Co- 
lumbia ho had found it one of the 
province's greatest problems. On 
opening his office he had been deluged 
witli applications. These have con- 
tinued to the present d&v. The Army 
Is coping With it. 

To the applicants establishing that 
they are responsible parties (rorn whom 
the girls will suffer no harm, girls are 
furnished on the following conditions: 
The applicant advances $50 towards 
the $1)0 which is the cost of the- pas- 
sage, and $2 towards the cost of the 
selection service. The girl is brought 
out and half her wages Is deducted 
until tho loan is repaid. She repays 
the army when she is able. The low- 
est wtiges which may he paid to girls 
is $15 per month. The Salvation Army 
is responsible lor the delivery of the 
girl. In the event of her not arriving, 
the money Is repaid. Great care is 
taken In the selection, and at present 
there are two lady stall' ollicers of 
the Army from British Columbia 
travelling through England, Ireland.

Provincial and City Health Au-

The conference between the provin- 
cial board of health and the city 
board on the matter of the dump on 
tho James Bay flats has resulted in 
a deadlock. At the recent meeting 
between Dr. Pagan, secretary of the 
provincial board, and the city board 
it was decided, after long discussion, 
that Dr. Fagan, Dr. Robertson, city 
medical officer, and the city engineer 
should hold a confcc&nce, go over the 
ground, and arrive ar some decision In 
respect to the matter satisfactory to 
all.

I am instructed to ask your council 
to discontinue tilling in tlleso flats 
till it is finally deckled by the board 
what action will be adopted.

Gentlemen,— It having been referred 
to lis, by resolution of the council, to 
meet the provincial health officer, Dr.

.annual rate of one and five-eights mills 
on the dollar. The sinking fund will 
yearly require $-1,055. while the inter- 
est, on the debentures will require 
521,700.

IliGERS DROWNED 
DN CHRISTMAS NIGHT 



Two Men at Rock Bay Meet 
Death While Crossing a 
Boom of Logs 



Vancouver, Dec. 30. — While, others 
were rejoicing on Christmas night, 
two loggers returning to camp across 
a boom of logs, which made a short 
cut across a little bay, suddenly slip- 
ped from their precarious foothold on 
the snow-covered logs, and disappear- 
ed in the icy waters, with no ono at 
hand to save them. 

The men, Matthew McOscar and 
Kenneth Matheson, were employed at 
the Hastings Mill company's camp B, 
situated at Duck Lake, near Rock bay. 
They started on Christmas morning 
for the landing at Rock bay, and hav- 
ing completed their business made 
back for camp along the logging rail- 
Way by which the logs are brought 
from the lake to salt water. They 
stopped for supper at the railway op- 
erating camp. where tho railway 
strikes the lake, and about 6 o'clock 
In the evening left for camp B, two or 
three miles further along the shore 
of the lake. Coming to tho end of 
the railway, the men had started to 
make a short |cut across a bay in 
which tho logs had been yarded. In- 
stead of going by the longer trail 
around tho shore, which a storm of 
two days before had strewn with 
windfalls. 

On Friday the men from camp B 
began to make inquiries, as the men 
had not turned up. J. \\*. Hogg, cap- 
tain of a tug which runs o i the lake, 
Immediately started out with a search 
| party to look for the missing loggers. 
Their footsteps were found on tho 
enow-covered logs where they had 
started to cross the boom. The tracks 
lead the searchers part way across, 
and then suddenly come to an end. 
Here in water about 7 feet deep, the 
bodies were found, thirty feet apart. 

The remains were brought down on 
tho steamer Queen City, which readied 
port yesterday morning, and wore ta- 
ken to Center and Hanna's undertak- 
ing rooms from which tho funeral will 
be held at 2 o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon. McOscar was a man of about 
40 years, and leaves a wife and two 
children in Scotland. Matheson was 
26 years old and also came from Scot- 
land; lie had been a sailor on the 
steamer Hakcno before he went into 
, the woods three months ago. Both 
men wero employed as road chasers.

Movement is Aided by increas- 
ing Ease of the Money 
Market 



New York, Doc. 30.— The eventful 
financial year drew towards Its close 
Willi activity In stocks today under the 
restraint of seasonable circumstances. 
Call money rates went higher, but the 
advance was not uo violent as had 
heen feared. The extent of the actual 
Calling of loans seemed to be small. 
No effective obstacle was interposed, 
therefore, to the marking up which 
was being pursued in the interest of 
year-end showing in balance sheets 
and investment holdings of institu- 
tions. 

A complicating factor in the money 
market was the notice from the sec- 
retary of the treasury to the national 
banks In New York that they would 
be expected to pay over ten per cent, 
of the government deposits held In 
dally installments covering the next 
ten days, the first payment having 
been made on Saturday. This means 
a daily requirement of from $700,000 
to SSOO.UOO, the government deposits 
in New York banks standing at some 
$78,000,000. The condition of the 
treasury working balance, which had 
run down to the vanishing point, seems 
to have left the secretary no alterna- 
tive to the drawing on depositories for 
cash, although the apparent exemption 
of banks outside of New York from 
the demand was the occasion of some 
comment. 

There Is a growth of confidence in 
the rate of improvement in the money 
situation which is to be expected after j 
New Year's. The London market was ! 
strongly impressed by the absence of 
outside competition for the weekly | 
gold arrivals, which all went to the 
J'.unk Of England at a reduced rate.' 
Discount receded sharply in London, 
and an early reduction in the Bank 
of England official rate is considered | 
assured. Berlin also marked down its 
discount rate, and there was a violent 
decline in the sterling rate at Paris. 
This seri'.s of events was due, as much 
as to anything, to the rapid decline 
towards extinction of the premium on 
currency in New York, 

The action of the day's call loan 
market gave some feeling of assurance 
that even the temporary needs of the 
yearly settlements miu-iit be passed 
without-? notable disturbance of the 
money rale, llallroad traffic officials 
were Quito candid in admitting that 
the decline in traffic had exceeded 
their expectations, and that they 
could not perceive tin sources of any 
immediate restoration of activity there. 
Intimations go with tin:-,, returns of 
declining trailie of plans for economies 
in proportion, the inference following 
of large reductions In the demand for 



equipment facilities by the railroad 
companies. The day's gains were ful- 
ly retained at the closing.

The following interview with Mr 
iurner appears In the Columns of a 
rocent issue of the Financier and Bui- 
lionist.of London, Hug.; 

For the first time since his appoint- 
ment as agent-general in London for 
British Columbia, the Hon J h 
Turner has been visiting the province 
this year, and he has returned full of 
enthusiasm regarding its progress and 
prospects. "After an absence of six 
years," he said. In the course of an 
interview which our special commis- 
sioner! hud with him the other day 
'I' found the whole ! of the province 
from east to west in a prosperous con- 
dition. My journey extended over 
some 1,200 miles, oh Vancouver Island 
and on the ma inland, Into New West- 
minster, Yale, Okaagan, Kootenay 'and 
the Boundary districts. Business all 
round was apparently very prosperous, 
and much heavier Iri volume than It 
has ever been before." 

Prior to taking up his present pos- 
ition in London, Mr. Turner had lived 
for nearly forty years in British Col- 
umbia, and was, therefore, in a pos- 
ition to make comparisons. Entering 
upon mercantile pursuits in Victoria 
In 1863, he was thrice, mayor of 'that 
thriving town, and was sent to re- 
present it in this Legislative Assem- 
bly of the province in 1S8G. A year 
later he became Minister of Finance 
and Agriculture, and succeeded to the 
Premiership in 1896. For thirteen 
Consecutive years lie Introduced the 
Budget, and inMSNS changed the fi- 
nancial system , of the province by is- 
suing three per cent inscribed stock 
In London. His long connection with 
the treasury and with the agricultural 
department admirably lit him to re- 
present the province in London. 

"The trade of British Columbia," 
he said, "is the , largest in the world 
per head of population; and that popu- 
lation is growing every year. Since 
I left in 1001. Vancouver has in- 
creased from about 40,000 to at least 
75,000— some put It at 100,000— and 
Victoria and other towns have ad- 
vanced proportionately. Railway de- 
velopment is. going on apace. The 
Great Northern company is running 
Into the Boundary country, the Can- 
adian Pacific is extending' its lines in 
[he Similkameen district, and also on 
Vancouver Island, and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific is working steadily at 
the northern part, towards Port Ru- 
pert." 

"Then there ought to be plenty of 
openings for both capita] and labor?" 

"There are splendid openings for 
capital In fruit farms," dairying, deep- 
sea fishing, mining and timber— es- 
pecially in regard .to the timber res- 
ources—and, of' course,. labor is very 
much needed." 

"What is' the government doing to 
Introduce ImmlQr/in'rat? Are- there any 
free passage's"?" 

"No. The .government has made an 
arrangement with the Salvation Army 
to take out a large number of emi- 
grants— principally farm laborers ami 
domestic servants. The first party 
will he sailing in February next. There 
may be some miners amongst them. 
The government give the Salvation 
Army a bonus, and they take the risk. 
It would cost, in the ordinary way, 
third class, to go out t'> British Co- 
lumbia from £18 to £23, and tltey 
are taking the emigrants right through 
from England to any part of British 
Columbia tor £16. That Includes 
everything on the train as well as 
the steamer. The cliyriate is perfec- 
tion, and I know of no place so well 
suited for the British emigrant as 
the Colony I have the. honor to rep- 
resent." 

"What have you to say, Mr. Turner, 
about the progress 6f the mining in- 
dustry?" 

"Mining iu British 'Columbia is now 
a settled condition; it is likely that 
the output for the present year will 
exceed tiiat of 1000, which was great- 
er than in any previous year. Steady 
work has been going on in the Bound- 
ary country; the Phoenix mines are 
turning out over 3,000 tons daily, and 
the adjoining smelter at Grand Forks 
is reducing at least 3,500 ions daily 
and turning out blister copper. The 
smelter at Greenwood Is also steadily 
working, using the pre from the ad- 
joining 'mines. ' At 'Kosslahd the Be 
Roi, Centre Star and other mines in 
the vicinity are* also working full 
time, or were when 1 lei'i, ami mailing 
a. very large output. The same may 
be said o'i" t lie Canadian Pa'clffc smel- 
ter at Trail, in East Kootenay, at 
the St. Eugene mine, a very large 
amotinl of ore was being raised. The 
old smelter near Pilot Bay was being 
put into working order, and a large 
force wtrs ready on the sppl for re- 
newed working in the Similkameen, 
Kamloops and other points on the 
mainland, ami on Vancouver island a 
great amount of work was going on 
airfl much ore being brought to bank. 
Coal mining all over the Province, 
particularly in the Crow's Neal Bass 
and on Vancouver island, was very ac- 



tive, and the demand great. In tho 
last-named district it was found im- 
possible in October to keep up, a sup- 
ply equal to the requirements, and 
everything indicates a most prosperous 
mining season for the Province." 

"Good. I believe British Columbia 
produces nearly 30 per cent of the 
total mineral output of Canada?" 

"Yes; that is why it has been named 
'the Mineral Province.' The mining 
laws are framed on a very liberal 
scale, tho fees being much lower than 
those of the other Provinces." 

"And the lumber industry?',' 

"That is; developing satisfactorily. 
Of the total forest, area of Canada, es- 
timated at l,«r>7, 000,000 acres, British 
Columbia has 182,750,000 acres. There 
are between 100 and 150 sawmills in 
tin- province, big and small, and about 
$15,000,000 of capital are invested in 
the Industry. The outlook for this 
business is extremely favorable." 

"Judging from tho magnificent dis- 
play of fruit on exhibition at tho Royal 
Horticultural Society's hall at West- 
minster last week, that industry must 
also be doing well?" 

"Very well indeed. Twelve years 
ago British Columbia did not produce 
enough fruit to supply her own popu- 
lation. Today she has secured a promi- 
ent place in the British market. The 
fruit was placed first amongst the 
exhibits and was awarded a gold 
medal. II was the finist display yet 
shown in London. There arc plenty 
of opportunities for young people with 
capital to start in this industry. A 
man with £500 could commence very 
fairly, hut many start, with less than 
that, and worh up." 

"Then, altogether British Columbia 
is to the front?" 

"In (.'very way, Its splendid climate 
makes it so very attractive. The farm- 
ers in Manitoba are buying land in 
British Columbia, both at: 'Vancouver 
island and on the mainland, pimply be- 
cause the opportunities for diversified 
farming arc practically unlimited, the 
demand for every product being ever 
on the increase."

Bernard Shaw's Philosophy 

Bernard Shaw began i his journalistic 
career at. the age of twenty by sol- 
elmnly announcing, to an indifferent pub- 
lic that he was an atheist; he will prob- 
ably end it one "it.' the most deeply re- 
ligious and truly constructive forces in 
the world today. For behind Shaw the 
dramatist and Shaw the social politician 
is the all-petvaislve thinker an-1 philos- 
opher of Whom the "G. B. :'. ' of our 
I newspaper paragraphs is but a comic 
mask, "G. B. S.." In; himself confesses, 
"gets on my nerves and bores me. ex- 
cept," lie adds shrewdly, "when he is 
I working out something solid for me; qr 
I saying what 1 want said." Like Arls- 
| totle v and Heine, with whom he is akin, 
Shaw laughs when he is most tragically 
serious; but, unlike them, he is more the 
practical philosopher than either wit or 
dramatist. 

Shaw believes that the shaping force 
immanent in life — God, Universal Will, 
Superconsciousness, whatever we may 
call it — can only work its will through 
man when man at last becomes not only 
intelligent but truly wilful. "I tell you." 
he makes his Hon Juan say, "that as 
long as I can conceive something better 
than myself I cannot be easy unless I 
am striving to bring it into existence 
or clearing the way for it. That is tho 
law of my life. That is the working 
within me of Life's incessant aspiration 
to higher "organization, wider, deeper, in- 
tenser self-cousclousness, and clearer 
self-niulerstauding." 

Shaw may well be called an apostle of 
the era of will, of that now theology 
which expresses neither the fear nor the 
love of God, but rather the endeavor to 
perform the will of God. — Current Lit- 
erature fiir December.
